HE Letters from the Imperial Camp at 
Rhin.Zabetn, Sept. 1. advife, That they 


fhall, according to all appearance, lie in 
that Camp fome time longer, to obferve the Acmy 
of the Enemy, which ftill holds it felf clofe bebind 
their Lines of Lautern, but they wait an Occafion 
to give them a Blow: That in the mean time the 
Parties on both Sides make continual Incurfions, 
and ours, almoft conftantly get the advantage. The 
Drummer that was fent hence four Days ago ro 
Lauterbourg, with 30 French Prifoners, is return’d 
with a like number of ours. From Gdent, Sept. 3. 
they write, That a {trong French Party advancd 
between Aloft and Geersberg, who fell ugon the 
Waggons of that Place, infulting and robbing the 
Paflengers, although they had good Paffports; but 
a Party of ours, altho’ lefs in number, coming up, 
attack’d them, and the Peafans having, by ringing 
the Alarm-Bells, brought a good number rogether, 
the French were overcome, and the greareft Part 
were either kill’d, or taken Prifoners. That M. 
Cardonel being recover'd of his Indifpofition went 
thar Day tothe Camp, ‘Tis faid char the Gover- 
nor of Ypres has made a Demand from the People 
within the Diftridt of his Chatelenie of 500 Oxen, 
roccco Rations of Hay Oats and Forage, alfo 3 
Sacks of Corn for every Acre of Land of all the 
Parithes within 7 Miles diftance round the City, 
befides a great Sum of Money from the Procureurs 
and all Perfons that hold Offices from the Crown ; 
That Six 6 Battalions of Reinforcements have late- 
ly enter'd the City, and that Stone Caufey that 
goes from thence to Warneton is broken up, and a 
Dyke is made to overflow the Land all round.
